the formidable uprising iu Korea, result- 
ing in the disappearance and probablo 
death of the queen and the landing ot 
military forces by tho United States and 
European powers has been received by 
Minister Kuriuo of Japan from the foreign 
office at Toklo. It is quite sensational, In- 
dica-.ing the landing of marines by Russia, 
tho United States and probably Great 
Britain. 


The- latest dispatch to Minister Kurlno 


stales that it force of Russian marines, '10 
in number, h:us teen landed. Thus far 
they have coulincd themselves to guarding 
the Russian legation ac Seoul. 
United 


States marines were lanital from tho 
Yurktown to the number of Hi. It is be- 
lieved also that British marines have been 
landed. Besides thcbc, tho .Japanese have, 
a considerable force of soldiers ac Seoul 
who have been preserving order. 


Tho dispntclu.'s conic from Tokio, and 


communicate the substance of dispatches 
received from General Muira, the Japan- 
ese envoy at Seoul. They aro dated from 
tho 9th "to the 12th lusts. It appears in 
these dispatches that the trouble h'Ul its 
inception through the qin.'cii'd dislike of 
the newly organized soldiery of Korea. 
Tin; old soldiers had tho primitive equip- 
ment of the far East, but with the progress 
of Japanese influence iu Korea two bat- 
talions of Korean troops were organized 
on modern methods. Each battalion num- 
bered (JOO mer.t armed wklumodcrn weap- 
ons. They WLTO well drilled and otficercd. 


When the queen showed her disfavor to- 


jv.-u-d these uuw troops, they appealed to 
Tai \VoiN. Knn, a powerful chief who 
has long 6ecu at enmity with the queen. 
He accepted the leadership of the new 
troops, and at the head of one battallou 
entered tho queen's palace. The native 
soldiers fi.jd from the palace. 


AV]mt Ifjis Itecuute of the Quucn? 


The Tokio dispatches do uoc state spe- 


cifically what became of the queen, farther 
than that she has disappeared and cannot 
be located. The ollicials are inclined to 
lielieve, however, that tho unoflicial re- 
ports of lhe queen's death are true. The 
Japanese government, thu dispatches fur- 
ther state, has acted quickly on the re- 
ports, and has appointed a commission to 
inquire iuto the facts. 


In the iiic.inr.inie, it is emphatically de- 


nied that the queen's death, if it has oc- 
curred, was duo ro the Japanese. One re- 
port is that u Japanese soshi killed the 
queen. This is not yen confirmed in the 
dispatches received here. The officials s.-iy 
thac the soshi are an irresponsible and law- 
less chiss, and thac their acts cannot bo 
laid to rhe Japanese people 01-government. 


General iturin's re[>oi-ts also cover the 


work of Japanese troops in preserving or- 
der. These troops are stationed opposite 
the palace, having secured this point of 
vantage some time since through the Ko- 
rean gin-eminent. They took no par;: in 
the attack on the palace, but after it had 
occurred, when the native troops were 
lieeingam! tho new battalions were en- 
forcing their success in . capturing tho 
palace, the Japanese troops aided m pre- 
venting bloodshed and disorder. 
It, is 


probable that some deaths ocjurrcd during 
the melee. 
Following this came the land- 


ing of the United States and Russian 
marines, and, as is believed, the landing 
of rhe British. 


The latest indications are that Tai 


"Won Kun .and the king are in control of 
affairs ac the Korean capital. The king 
has l>eeu the nomiua.l ruler, but the queen 
lias hcreiofore been recognized as the real 
ruler. The influence of the king and Tai 
Vv'on Kuu is distinctly favorable to the 
Japanese. 


At ihc Korean legation no word has 


been received from the distnrlwd capital. 
The olliciuls are much exorcised and do 
nut doubt that nhe- queen has met her 
dcnth, iikhough they arc not ready to 
abandon hope. 
In case idiicial confirma- 


tion is received, there will be such formal 
ceremony as is usual ou uho death of ji 
sovereign. 
The legation will go iiuo 


mourning, but there is not likely to he a 
fuueral service, although this has been 
considered as a further mark of respect.

Industrial Peace Mn-«t Bo Maintained. 


As evidence of tho danger threatened 


American miiuufucturerg and workiug- 
E:en by agitation against the new tariff 
(ho official returns of trade show that 
tho imports of frr:e raw materials of in- 
doHtry in tho seven mouths ended in 
July amounted in value to$105,122,554 
against ij(12,277,398 in the correspond- 
ing period of 1894, nays the Philadelphia 
.Record. This enormous increase in the 
imports of tho crude materials of manu- 
factures hoars emphatic testimony to 
tho rapid growth of American indus- 
tries in tho new era of freedom that is 
opened to them. Thesa raw materials 
consist o£ wool, hides, hemp, flax, jute, 
v.'ood and many other articles which 
cannot bo obtained in sufficient abun- 
dance in this country. 
When duties are 


imposed on them, as in the McKinley 
tariff, their importation is obstructed, 
and American manufactures consequent- 
ly languish. 


While tho threats of tho protectionists 


an: mainly directed against free wool, 
thoir policy threatens all free raw ma- 
terials. Thero is us much reason for im- 
posing high protective duties on Imles, 
i-kins, flax, hemp, lumber, etc., as on 
wool.

The 
Japanese government, the dispatches fur- 
ther state, has acted quickly on the re- 
porto, and has appointed a commission to 
inquire into the facts. 


In the meantime, it is emphatically de- 


nied that the queen's death, if ic h&s oc- 
curred, was due to the Japanese. 
One re- 


port is that a Japanese soshi killed the 
queen. This Is not yet confirmed in tho 
dispatches received here. The officials siay 
that tho soahi arc an irresponsible and law- 
less class, and that their acts cannot bo 
laid to tho Japanese people or jrovernmen t. 


General Muria's reports also cover the 


work of Japanese troops in preserving or- 
tl-jr. These troops ure stationed opposite 
the palace, having secured this point of 
vantage some time since through the Ko- 
rean government. They took no part in 
the auack on the palace, but after it- had 
occurred, when the nativo troops were 
fleeing and the new battalions were en- 
forcing their success in capturing tho 
palace, the Japanese troops aided in pre- 
venting bloodshed and disorder.

Observations and reasonings havo led 


physiologists to tho conclusion that a mus- 
cle not only In the body, but also for a 
measurable time out of tho body, is con- 
tinually undergoing change of substance; 
that tho complex groupings of atoms, 
molecules and particles Ly virtue of which 
it is alive arc continually being mado and 
as continually being unmndn. The living 
complex mnsclo is always being buiLt up 
out of, and always breaking down again 
into, simpler substances. 


Did we possess some optic aid which 


should overcome the grossness ot our vi- 
Kion, so that we might watch the dunce- of 
atoms in this doublo process of making 
and unmaking in tho living body, wo 
i;honjd see the commonplace lifeless things 
which are brought by the blood, and which 
we call food, caught up into and made 
part of tho molecular whorls of tho living 
muscle, linked together for awhile in tho 
Intricate figures of the dance of life, giv- 
ing and taking energy as they dance, and 
then we should see how, loosing heeds, 
they slip back into the blood as dead, in- 
ert, used up matter. 


In every tiny block of muscle there is a 


part which Is really dive, there are parts 
which are becoming alive, there are parts 
which have beer: alive, but are now dying 
nr dead. There ia an upward rush 1'rom 
the lifeless to the living and a downward 
rush from the living to the dead. This Is 
always going on, whether tho muscle be 
quiet and at rest or be moving. 
Some of 


tho capital of living material is always be- 
ing spent, changed into dead -waste, some 
of tho new food is always being raised into 
living capital. 


But; when the muscle Is called upon to 


do work, when it is put into movement, 
the expenditure is quickened, there is a 
run upon the living capital, tho greater, 
the more urgent the call for action, ilore- 
over, under ordinary circumstances, tho 
capital is, during tho action, spent eo 
quickly that it cannot be renewed at the 
some rate.

melinite, hus been summoned from Paris 
to Constantinople, his advice having been 
asked by the Turkish government iu forti- 
fying the Dardanelles. This annoiiuce- 
meut is confirmatory of a report that the 
porte had asked him to apply his new dis- 
covery to the defenses of the Dardanelles. 


Tilrpln's Great Invention. 


In the "Angel of Death." Inventor Tnr- 


pin's terribly destructive war machine, 
the reported sale of which to the German 
government caused his fellow-Frenchmen 
to turn pnlc, tho discoverer of piric acid 
hus simply applied the principles of fire- 
works to deadly warfare. Tho hint came 
to him in watching the explosion of those 
yiant tiky-roekets which on bursting shoot 
out H host of smaller rockets, and which 
in turn become multiplied and scatter 
about with a deafening noise. 


His machine solves the problem of the 


multiplication and subdivision of projec- 
tiles, and the solution consists in. the em- 
ployment of a particular explosive und in 
the creation of rockets which explode au- 
tomatically. 


"I have," said Turpin, speaking of his 


invention, "applied to the cannon tho prin- 
ciple of thu mitrailleuse, with absolutely 
automatic loading apparatus. 
The gnn- 


ncr is doue away with, and tho liquified 
gas or other explosive is at once my motor 
uud my ammunition. It is ouly a ques- 
tion of machinery, but the trouble is with 
the supplies. To take my weapon into 
action, I waut HU immense quantity of 
ammunition, and that is why I need a 
steamer or a train to carry all at once." 


Turpin's many-tubed cannon would, it 


is held, discharge little shells only n few 
centimetres in diameter. Ho seems to 
have started from thu idea of the revolver 
cannons, fixed oa a pivot, which aro used 
in the navy, but lie ha? found the means 
of loading automatically and keeping up a 
continuous and all-destroying fire. 


By methodically turning the gun, every 


inch of a cirolo 12 kilometres iu the 
diameter can be covered, and, as each shell 
contains an explosive, it would, ou touch- 
the ground, burst and scatter destruction 
around it.

Appeal of nt«n Suffrage Association to 


Voters of Massachusetts. 


BOSTON, Oct. 15.—The Massachusetts 


Man Suffrage association has opened head- 
quarters at 7A Park street, this city, and 
arc preparing to make an active cam- 
paign. They issued the following circu- 
lar, signed by 100 prominent men of the 
State: 
To the People of Massachusetts: 


A law was passed by the hist legislature pro- 


viding that Jill persons qualified to vote for 
school committee at tho approaching state 
eltrctioc, whether male or female, snail have 
un opportunity nt thac election to express 
their opinion «:th«r In the affirmative or nega- 
tive on the question: 


*'Ia it expedient that municipal suffrage be 


granted to women r" 


The question is of grave and far-reaching 


importance. 


As has benii declared by the supreme court 


of the United States.no manor -\vomanhasa 
natural or inherent right to vote. The ques- 
tion must be decided by considering %vhat the 
welfare of the public ni a whole demands. 
The protmYble to the constitution of Massachu- 
setts contain.-* the following impressive Muto- 
mcnt: 
"Thu whole oeople covenants with1 


each citizen, and uach citizen with, thu whole 
people, thac Jill shall ba governed by certain 
laws for the common good," 


The laws of nature plainly call for a division 


of hibor and responsibility between the sexes. 
Equality doe* not require a aimilarity of func- 
tion. 


To create conditions which suggest that the 


power to inako the laws may be in a body dif- 
ferent from that which hus tho power to en- 
force the IHW.S is objectionable. To more thaji 
double tho total number of voters id, in itself, 
no advantage. 


Women, as compared with men, have but 


little experience In private or trust or corpo- 
rate business affairs. This is not due to oxir 
lawa, but to other causes. Our city and town 
government*, are great 'public business cor- 


j porations. Go long ao the relative inexperience 
j of women iu busincwH affairs continues, it is 
j not to be expected that the combined vote of 


J men and women will give as good results as 
I the vote of men alone; and we submit, there- 


fore, that tht! rights and property o£ our citi- 
zens, female as well us mole, are now better 
protected and more intelligently cared for 
than they would be if the mass of voters should 
be dobtotod by establishing woman suffrage. 


"We submit that woman euffrayo will not 


promote the happiness or physical welfare of 
woman, and fchat it will not tond to her social 
or mor&l elevation, and that it will not prove 
a benefit, but rather an injury to the family, 
whien. is the basis of growth and prosperity of 
the state. 


For the welfare of the community n-s a whole, 


wo urge those who vote, whether men or 
women, to vote"iN"o." We do not feel justified 
in urging women to register simply for the 
purpose of voting on this question. The un- 
willingness of women to assume the duties of 
voters is so widespread and so wall recognized, 
and haa been so plainly indicated by the small- 
nesa of their registration to vote for members 
of the school committee, that; the fact that a 
woman falls to register and vote cannot be 
justly construed, and will not be construed, 
either by the public or by our legislators, as 
an assent to or approval of the scheme of 
woman suffrage.
